Chris H. Kandert Drowns After 


Rescuer Has Him Nearly Ont 


of Water 


DEATH OCCURS WHILE 


ON WAY TO HOSPITAL 


Slipping from his rescuer's grasp 


after he had been towed into the 
shallows, Chris H. Kundert yesterday 
afternoon drifted back into deep water 
at Apple creek, and his body was not 
recovered' until 10 minutes later, after 
Ernest Happel of the Bismarck bank 
had dived five times tor the drowning 
man. There was still life in tho body, 
which was placed prostn.to In tho 
tonneau of a car, where companions 
administered 
respiratory 
treatment 


while tho drivor made all speed for 
the Klsmarck hospital, wbnrn a ptti- 
motor vras used:without rcmtif. 'f-death 
Is believed to " have occurred . about 
half way between Apple creek and 
Bismarck. 


Was Learning to Swim. 


<'hris Kundert, who, wifh a number 


of friends, was spending- the afternoon 
at Apple creek, near1 the Northern 
Pacific, bridge, was learning to swim. 
He hod, succeeded In crossing ? nar- 
row qqiiirtWl several times, when the 
attention of a parly of young men 
who were diving from tho bridge was> 
attracted by the cries of some boys 
that a man was drowning. Happel 
glanced down to see Kundert sinking. 
He dived straight for tho body as It 
disappeared, and an instant later came 
to the surface with Kundort in his 
grasp. 
Tho water at this point is 


very deep; Kundort was: Inert, and It 
was only after a desperate struggle 
that Happel, shouting for assistance, 
managed to reach the bank. Thero, 
just as ho reached tho shelving liot- 
torn, Kundert, towed by a strong cur- 
rent, slipped from Happel's weaken- 
ing hold and again disappeared. 


Other swimmers who were at tho 


$pot seemed numbed by the accident 
and unable to come to Happel's aid. 
The latter, almost exhausted, lay on 
the shore several minutes before he 
could recover sufficiently to resume 
his efforts to rescue the drowning 
man. 
It was not until Kundert had 


been under water fully 
l<i minutes 


that Happel again brought him to the 
surface. 


Every effort was made to restore 


respiration, both before -Kundert. was 
•placed in the car and while en route 
to Ejsinartk, and Happel, who was 
d.iccting the efforts 
of 
his 
com- 


j>anjons. is confident that Kundert's 
heart did not stop beating until the 
party was half way^o Bismarck, wften 
the dying man's body became rigid, 
and his teeth clenched.

For the hist three years he had been 
In the employ of the Lahr Motor Sales 
Co. as machinist and service man.

Born in South Dakota. 


Christian Henry Kundert was born 


In Enreka, S. D, 24 years ago. and he 
had been a resident of Bismarck from 
his early teens 
For four years prior 


to entering the employ of the I>ahr 
Motor Sales company he was engaged 
with George Gunsner. 


There survive the widow, formerly 


Miss Margaret Gussner. the mother of 
the deceased. Mrs. I'eets. re«irilng at 
Bureka. S D, and four brothers and 
three sisters.

Judge Neil, a man of powerful orig- 
inality, conceived the startling no- 
tion that as a child must, after all, 
be looked after by somebody until a 
trustworthy 
combined 
Incubator, 


stomach pump, and vacuum cleaner 
is invented, and that that somebody 
may as well be the child's mother! 
He proposed, in short, to tear the 
children from the aching arms of the 
official guardians of the poor and the 
beadle 
(poorhouse 
superintendent) 


and fling them nake<l on the mater- 
nal breast. Unnatural as it seemed, 
the notion had Its good points. It 
was much cheaper; and the children 
did not di'i of it as they did in the 
constricting caresses of the 
official 


custodians. 
Within reason, oven a 


bad mother in hotter than a good 
beadle. 


Give Her Money

• Age Pensions without 


ever thlnlng of the far more pressing 
need for Young Age Pensions; and 
he set himself to persuade us that 
we had begun at the wrong end. 


A still crazier discovery was 


that a woman with illegitimate 
children 
could -by 
a 
familiar 


everyday process of English law 
obtain a pension of five shillings 
a week for each child provided 
she selected the father from the 
well-to-do class which can afford 
such luxuries. 
No doubt this arrangement tends 


to abolish class hatred by encourag- 
Ing affectionate relations hetween the 
proletariat and the nourgeoise; but 
Judge Neil could not be made to un 
nderstand why a respectable married 
woman, struggling to bring up six 
children, should have a starvation 
pittance doled out to her with every 
circumstance of 
hitter 
humiliating 


and continuous insult, whilst a less 
scrupulous one should have twlc» an 
much without any wor«e ordeal than 
facing just once a smile from a mag- 
istrate and his staff.

switchmen belonging to the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen and involv- 
ing more than 2,500 in. n In the Chi- 
cago switching district, which began 
Saturday morning, was called off to- 
day after an all-nigii conference be- 
tween representative^ of the switch- 
men and the 19 railroads involved. 


Series of Conferences. 


The settlement foltowud a series of 


conferences, the last ot which was a 
meeting of the conference committee 
of the managers ot the roads affected 
and a committee of .seven grand offi- 
cers representing the Ouler of Rail- 
way Conductors, Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Knglncraen, 
the latter representing thc Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen. 


Joint Statement. 


According to a joint statement, the 


"closed shop," which is claimed by the 
railroad managers to have been a pri- 
mary cause tor the calling of the 
strike, ceases to be an issue, it being 
.stated that matters "at issue are to 
be settled without the adoption of a 
closed shop rule or of .my rule lhat 
might be fairly considered as equiv- 
alent to such." 


Appointment of yardmasters, rein- 


statement and employment of

men, is to be settled ny a board.

Waco, July 30.—All the negro 


soldiers of the 24th U. S, Infan- 
try who took a part In last night's 


/ clashes with the local authorities 


have been accounted for. 
Six 


were arrested not long after the 
disturbance took place... Four- 
teen others who escaped report- 
ed to- ttie 
fr-'o"ftfflpfc tm* morning 


and were placed under guard. 
There has been no repetition of 
the shooting and the police co- 
operating with the army authori- 
ties believe the incident is closed 
except for those taking part in it. 


Waco, Tex., July 3oT—Certain expe- 


ditions, consisting of provost guards 
of* the 21th I'. S. intantry and mem- 
bers of the local police force, today 
were searching the environs of Waco 
for a detachment ot 14 armed negro 
members of the 24th Infantry, who 
late last night, as the culmination of 
a night of trouble on the streets with 
white citizens, clashed with a squad 
of policemen and soldiers. 


Today no moro firing had taken 


place ant! the authorities felt sure 
that there would *>e no further dis- 
turbances. 
Only a small part of the 


city knew there had been trouble un- 
til today. 
Negroes and whites were 


going about their business as usual. 
A negro trooper was shot in the head 
and three white men were slightly 
injured. 


Clash with Whites. 


Tho trouble started when the negro 


troopers massed before a negro the- 
ater, opposite the city hall, refused 
to permit white citizens 
to 
pass. 


White citizens soon aftor congregated 
on the city square, where reports 
were received that 14 negroes had left 
their camp for town to start a fight. 


Knlistlng tho aid of the provost 


guard of the negro troops. .Night Cap- 
tain James encountered tho rebellious 
soldiers 
A volley was fired into the 


coming group by the police, and mem- 
bers of tho provost guard, with the 
injury of Jones, a member of the lit- 
tle band of recalcitrants 


The 
invaders, outnumbered, 
fled 


with the first shot, and the police re- 
turned to headquarters to secure moro 
guards from the military 
They were 


joined shortly afterward by two offi- 
cers of the 24th Infantry to aid In the 
rounding up of the rebellious troopers.

Instruction—War Department 


Officials Are Pleased. 
; 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—More than half tb4 


flrst training period for candidates for 
commissions in the new army Is up, 
and the officials of the war depart- 
ment ore ready to declare that result* 
are beyond expectations and that the 
"plucking" process will develop fewer 
victims than anyone thought possibly 
could be the case. 


Stock Is being taken by the officials 


of the results obtained by weeks of 
training for the 40,000 young men now 
undergoing Instruction in the caraps. 
An officer of the army said today: 


"The lower commissioned rank In 


our national army will be filled by men 
of whom any country could be proud. 
The young Americans who are attend- 
Ing the sixteen officers' training camps 
in as many sections of the country are 
showing the spirit that made this 
country free. It Is to be expected that 
no difficulty at all will be experienced 
In selecting the men to command In 
the junior commissioned grades, the 
first 500,000 youqi Americans soon to 
be.called to the colo'lfe. 


'.'The time given for the training Is 


short, and only one-half of it has 
passed, but the results obtained make 
us believe that, numerous as were the 
early mistakes and trying as were the 
conditions to which the men at flrst 
were subjected, the outcome will be all 
thnt we can wish, and It seems to be 
assured that the young officers quickly 
will get the confidence of the men 
whom they are to command nnd with 
It the confidence of this country and 
of Its allies." 


Political Pull Weakening. 


The reports which come to Wash* 


tngton from all the training camps are 
thnt the boys have put all that they 
hav*e Into their work. Washington still 
is a little fearful that some of the 
young men who may be denied commis- 
sions because they have not fcorue up 
to the mark may have recourse to 
friendly political influence to secure 
for them what they could not secure 
for themselves. This fear of the offi- 
cials, however, Is not sharp, for with- 
in a week or so the pressure from the 
politicians for preference for this man 
or that m&n has weakened. It can be 
wild for the war department thnt it 
has stood faithful to its duty of deny. 
Ing requests for commissioned plnces 
for those lacking experience nnd other- 
wise unfitted for the work of leading 
men. 


It should be understood that nothing 


like all the young men who entered the 
camps will answer their names at roll 
call on the day of breaking camp. For 
six weeks the weedlng-out policy has 
been pursued. 


Men who never would make officers 


are told of their shortcomings and sent 
to their homes. 
In addition to this a 


considerable percentage of the men 
have been sent to other cnmps where 
they will specialize In engineering, or 
In aviation. The department has adopt- 
ed n policy of sending men\ to flying 
headquarters where 
they 
will be 


trained, and later be given commissions 
In the air service. 


To Help Prepare Army Camps. 
Now that something like 
seven 


t weeks have passed and virtnaljy full 
j Opportnnlty has been given for passing 


judgment on the qualifications of each 
man, it is not to be expected thnt the 
elimination will be anything like so 
many as they have been In the past ex- 
cept perhaps In the cases of men who 
show marked aptitude for places In the 
staff 
department. These men. of 


course, are not eliminated, but simply 
are transferred. 


, 
It has been asked frequently what 


; Is to be done with the candidate offt 


' cers between August 11, when the flrst 
. camps are brought to an end, and the 
! time set for the mobilization of the 
| first national army. The students after 
about a week's leave probably will be 
sent to the sites of the cantonments 


i where they will undertake work under 
' the colonels in command and will be 
given an opportunity to help In the 
preparation of the big camps for the 
selected service men. 


In the preparation for the second se- 


ries of encampments which will be 
opened on August 27 the officers of the 
army ore doing what they can to avoid 
repetition of the mistakes made dur- 
ing the continuance of the flrst cc.mp. 
Plans now drawn up by the depnrt- 
ment eliminate almost entirely men 
who lack any military experience. Of 
course some likely soldier-making ma- 
terial to be found among civilians who 
never have shouldered a musket will 
be utilized, but it Is probable that the 
students at the second camp's will be 
In Inrge part men who have seen sons* 
previous military service.

Passport Fraud Outlined. 


"Another German scheme in which

Only two centurions are mentioned 


In the gospels, and there is no mis- 
taking the honor put upon these two 
heathen soldiers who confessed Jesus, 
by the sacred narrative. The one at 
the cross was In command of the sol- 
diers who were detailed to crucify 
Jesus. Of his antecedents we know 
nothing. 
We know nothing of any 


preparatory intuence, or 
struggle 


which he may have made towards the 
light of truth. But this we do know, 
that It was not one of the children of 
Abraham, not a priest, a prophet, a 
r— 


Pharisee or a scribe that made the 
great confession In the presence of 
the Crucified. 
"Truly this was the 


Son of God," was the utterance of a 
rude warrior, whose time had been 
passed In tbe ordinary manner of a 
Roman soldier. 


The other one, the one who speaks 


in the text, had undoubtedly come un- 
der Jewish influences, though not a 
proselyte. He had observed 
Jesus, 


and observing him had realized that 
he was tbe possessor of a power that 
was divine. So, when he comes to ask 
H favor for his sick servant, and the 
Master would go with him, he objects, 
and on two grounds. First, his own 
unworthinesi-, and secondly, the need- 
lessness of the act.
